IS EXPECTED 
AT RESORTS 


The regular afternoon meeting of the 
Woman's flub held Monday proved to 
be an event of more than ordinary in¬ 
terest to music lovers of this city. 

The program arranged under the di¬ 
rection of Mrs. B. H. Kuhn, chairman 
of the music committee, was a delight¬ 
ful one, and that it was keenly appre¬ 
ciated was indicated throughout by the 
close attention and hearty applause of 
the audience. 

The lirst number, “Morning—Even¬ 
ing,” by Chaminade, with two pianos, 
rendered by Mrs. Frances Close Potts 
and Miss Buey B. Seator, gave assur¬ 
ance to the audience that a great treat 
was in store. The promise of the first 
number was amply fulfilled in those 
following. In the Beethoven Concerto 
in C Major Miss Seator showed won¬ 
derful power of interpretation and 
skill in execution. But her delicacy of 
touch and brilliancy of technique ap¬ 
peared most strikingly in the Waltz 
by Arensky which followed the An¬ 
dante of Chaminade. The latter was 
rendered with great skill and lovers 
of Chaminade were delighted at the 
satisfying interpretation given by Mrs. 
Potts and Miss Seator. 

The "Triumphal March" of Gloria, 
the final number of the afternoon, 
formed a fitting climax. 

Brilliant as was the instrumental 
part of the program, the vocal num¬ 
bers deserve almost equal praise. Mrs 
Marne Frazier Pauth. with a contralto 
of strength and sweetness, sang “Hap¬ 
py Day” by Del Riego, and "The Pine 
Tree" by Salter, with excellent taste, 
but the rare and delightful quality of 
her low tones were brought out with 
striking effect in her last solo, "My 
Need of Thee" by Kate Vannah, which 
was rendered with feel.ing and real 
power. 

Mrs. B, H. Kuhn appeared as so¬ 
prano with Mrs. Fauth in “See the Pale 
Moon" by Campana, and in "Carmena" 
by Wilson Dane. In both these duets 
the voices were well blended, but in 
the latter Mrs. Kuhn's voice was es¬ 
pecially sweet and clear.

tlrely within the rights of any citizen 
in watching the count of ballots. 

It would take a wise man to tell ex¬ 
actly what grounds are sufficient to 
invalidate a bullot. The law is very 
specific in regard to the marking of 
ballots and against anything which 
shall constitute a distinguishing mark. 
It also says in counting the ballots the 
intent of the voter shall be considered. 
How far then shall we go in recogniz¬ 
ing the intent of a voter who marks 
his ballot plainly in violation of the 
lawful method? The decision of a 
competent court should be welcomed 
by all concerned. 

"The election board decided those 
ballots strictly according to their in¬ 
terpretation of the law governing the 
marking of the ballots," said Mr. Cas¬ 
key. "Mr. Dietz was given the bene- 
lit of the doubt on some ballots which 
1 believe will be thrown out by the 
court if the case is tested." 

Election matters have been almost 
the sole topic of conversation about 
town this week, some arguments being 
heated but most of the talk being spec¬ 
ulative and good Matured. The pros¬ 
pect of being "sent over the road” does 
not appear to bother anyone seriously. 
Mr. Steinberger discussed with equan¬ 
imity the various penitentiaries, pre¬ 
ferring San Quentin to Folsom. But 
he said rather than spend any time in 
tlie county Jail tie would prefer to be¬ 
ing put to work on some of the county 
roads. Roland Adams has been con¬ 
sidering the possibilities of getting a 
real stylish cut in a striped suit. 

Mr. Tarr's Position 

"The nomination for this election 
was practically forced on me, and 
much against my own desire," said 
Mr. Tarr. "1 paid no attention to the 
campaign and made no effort to secure 
votes. If I had been beaten It would 
not have bothered me at all. But if 
there is a tight on I’ll not lie down on 
the Job. If that number of voters want 
me for trustee I'll stay in the game till 
the finish." 

By his attitude on various questions 
regarding poolrooms Trustee Tarr had 
Incurred the enmity of the "poolroom 
crowd," who set out to beat him at (he 
polls. But if he is elected it will be 
because they beat themselves at their 
own game. Instead of voting consist¬ 
ently for other candidates they tried 
to beat him by Ignoring him and mak¬ 
ing a Joke of their votes, writing in the 
names of a variety of people who were 
not candidates and could not by any 
possibility be elected. Many of these 
ballots were among those thrown out, 
little or no attention having been given 
to the trilling matter of marking the 
ballots as required by law. 

Judge Hewitt's Opinion 

After last night's joint meeting of 
the city trustees and water company 
directors Judge Desiie R. Hewitt dis¬ 
cussed some of the uestions Involved. 

“The law provides that the ballots 
shall be counted in the presence of 
the spectators. That means actually 
before the eyes of the spectators and 
does nut require that they be herded 
off at the other end of the room, and 
merely hearing the count. It is one of 
the safeguards of the purity of elec¬ 
tions to have the spectators looking on 
to see that the election board puts over 
nothing crooked. That is done every¬ 
where in California. There would be 
nothing culpable in one of the specta¬ 
tors reaching over and handling the 
ballots so long as he did not attempt 
t,, alter it make way with it, or hinder

Sanitarium Restrictions 

At the last meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees the ordinance to restrict the dis¬ 
trict in which sanitariums may he 
conducted was introduced. It estab¬ 
lishes the restricted district within a 
radius of one mile from the intersec¬ 
tion of Baldwin and Central avenues. 
The only available ground would thus 
be at the extreme northwest and 
northeast corners of the city. The or¬ 
dinance was drawn up at the request 
of a number of people and the trustees 
wish to hear front those interested be¬ 
fore taking action upon it. 


Beaten by a margin of one vote, 
lktuls Dietz claims that he was delib¬ 
erately robbed of election to the posi¬ 
tion of city trustee at Monday's elec- 
Monday's election. He has employed 
the firm of MacGowan and Haas to 
bring legal uctfon to secure his rights 
in the matter and has announced Ills 
intention to "have somebody sent to 
Jail." 

Up to the counting of the vote Mon¬ 
day evening the election was as quiet 
and good Matured as any ever seen in 
Sierra Madre. But as the count de¬ 
veloped u close contest and as the 
election board found forty ballots in 
all which in their Judgment were il¬ 
legally marked the increasing tension 
developed Into bitterness which has 
seldom been equaled In tile most hot¬ 
ly contested elections held in Sierra 
Madre. 

Those Rejected Ballots 

During the counting of the ballots 
the crowd which gathered at the city 
hall crowded around the long table 
where the election hoard was at work 
and watched proceedings. Among 
others who stood by the judges as they 
took the ballots from the box and 
opened them to read the result were 
Trustees Jones and Steinberger, who 
occasionally engaged in argument with 
the election officials regarding the 
grounds on which ballots should or 
should not be thrown out, sometimes 
handling the ballots under discussion. 

When the count laid been completed 
and the election board started to In¬ 
dorse on the back of each rejected 
ballot as required by law the reason 
for Its rejection, the arguments con¬ 
tinued, involving a number of people. 
Among others Mr. Dietz sat by the 
side of Mr. Caskey, arguing against 
rejection of certnln ballots which bore 
hlB name and handling them also. 

No record was kept by anyone of 
the vote on the rejected ballots, so no 
one knows Just what bearing they 
would have on the election if any or 
all of them were counted. Partisans 
of Mr. Diets claim that enough bore 
his name to elect him, while others 
claim thni enouglt bore the name of 
his nearest competitor, Mr. Tarr. to 
prevent any advantage accruing ( to 
Mr. Dietz through it recount. 

General opinion seems to favor a re¬ 
count by some higher authority to de¬ 
termine the exact equity of the case 
So the suit to be hrought by Mr. Dietz 
is regarded with equanimity by all 
concerned except the election board 
who will have to dig up the money to 
defend themselves. But even they 
will doubtless regard that as a small 
thing If the matter can lie cleared up. 
The election officers were as follows: 
Judges, Greer Caskey, Roland Adams; 
Inspectors, E. N. Mead, W. H. Andrews, 
and clerks, W. K. Deutsch and Harvey 
H. Steinberger. 

Charges of Irregularity 

Chief grounds on which Mr. Dietz 
bases ids claim to a recount and pos¬ 
sible throwing over of the whole elec¬ 
tion are the alleged interference of 
Mr. Jones with the Judges in arguing 
over the rejection of ballots, and vio¬ 
lation of the secrecy of the ballot in 
the examination and handling of bal¬ 
lots by Messrs. Jones and Steinberger. 

"There Is no doubt that 1 have been 
deliberately robbed of the election,” 
says Mr. Dietz. "The election laws 
have been violated at many points and 
the will of the voters has been disre¬ 
garded. If I had been beaten fairly l 
would have nothing to say hut when 
Mr. Jones attempted to put over such 
raw work I determined to fight the 
mntter out If it cost me $5,000." 

View of Othors 

"I don’t see why they want to bring 
action against Jones," says Trustee 
Steinberger. "I'm Just as guilty as he 
is of handling those ballots and talking 
with the election board. For that mat¬ 
ter. Mr. Dietz handled the ballots him¬ 
self and argued against the rejection 
of some. I don't see how lie can get 
anyone else it* trouble on that point 
without involving himself Just as far.” 
Mr. Jones says he believes he acted en-

over in the Big Santa Anita canyon 
there has been some heavy shooting 
also. Under the joint direction of the 
forest service and of Manager Beard of 
Sturtevant’s Camp a crew of men have 
been at Work repairing the damage to 
that portion of the trail in the bed of 
the canyon which was washed out by 
the winter floods. In places the trail 
will be built high enough on the west 
bank of the canyon to avoid flood dam¬ 
age in future and the new route will 
cut out most of the stream crossings. 
Cabin owners have been at work build¬ 
ing and repairing in preparation for 
the summer season and the canyon 
colony is expected to be larger than 
ever. 

Camps Open Early 

If the warm weather has come to 
stay it will be necessary for the moun¬ 
tain camps to open earlier than usual, 
though the crowds are not expected 
to be large until the close of school 
when families with children can get 
away. Manager Beard of Stuartevant'a 
Camp and Manager Huston of Orchard 
Camp in the Eittle Santa Anita are 
getting out new advertising folders, 
of which they distribut many thou¬ 
sands each season. The camps are be¬ 
ing put in readiness for the coming of 
guests and unless all signs fail it will 
he the biggest season on record. Ad¬ 
vance inquiries have already begun to 
come in and the abundance of the win¬ 
ter rains is expected to result in full 
streams and abundant green vegetation 
later than usual in spite of the early 
warm weather. 

Building in Canyon 

Just at present the most building 
activity in the city is in Sierra Madre 
Canyon where a score or more cottages 
are in course of erection, several having 
been completed during the winter and 
spring, and many others will be erected 
soon. While there will be no camp 
on so extensive a scale as in the past 
there will be camping facilities to ac¬ 
comodate a considerable number of 
people. A. N. Carter will have several 
cottages and tents for rent and is al¬ 
ready booking guests for summer out¬ 
ings. It is the Intention of W. S. Col¬ 
lins. owner of the canyon tract, to have 
the cafeteria operated on a lease but 
so far he has secured no one to take 
hold of it. But there Wll' undoubtedly 
be some arrangement for feeding can¬ 
yon residents who do not wish to 
bother with cooking. 

The opening which was blasted In 
the swimming pool dam during the 
flood season has been closed up. An 
opening was left in the rock wall and 
a wooden flood gate has been installed. 
The pool is now Ailed with water and 
adds greatly to the attractiveness of 
that portion of the canyon. 

Fixing Mt. Wilson Trail 

Supervisor Manning was unable to 
come to Sierra Madre on Saturday to 
inspect the Mt. Wilson Trail and make 
recommendations regarding the pro¬ 
posed change in the trail at he Quart¬ 
er-way. He is expected to come tomor¬ 
row, however, and it seems likely that 
the county will undertake to build the 
cut-off of 200 yards or more which will 
avoid the two crossings of the stream 
and serve to prteoct the Sierra Madre
